Washington,  D.  C. ,  Jan.  29,  1875. 

“Iu  time  of  peace  prepare  for  wur,”  is 
uii  old  adage  the  wisdom  of  which  is  rec¬ 
ognized  by  all  the  Powers  of  Europe,  and 
should  be  recognized  by  our  own  Gov¬ 
ernment.
